(•1) Notwithstanding the provisions of rule 14 
oi the I. (k S. I’l'ovident F'und Rules, rule 20 
of the General I’rovident Fund Rules, or any 
other rule, the sanctioning authority may, on 
the written request of a Member of either of 
those Funds or of any of the Funds named in 
lull* 1 (c) of the Geneial Provident Fund 
Rules, sanction on the following conditions 
e.xleiisinus of the jieriod of rejiaymeiit of an 
advance: 


(*) If the advance is rei'overable in twelve 
instalments, the monthly instalment 
may be reduced to half (I'ounded to 
the nearest rupee) on condition that 
the additional instalment on account 
of intei'est shall be reckoned at 5 per 
cent, of the. principal.

First Forecast of the Winter Rioe Crop of 
Bengal, 1932.33. 

i(NoTE. —On un uveras'e of the five yeiirs oudinjr 
1930-31, the urea under winter rice in 
Bengal hus repreNinited some 
cent, of the total area under rice in British 
India.) 

Character of the seaeon. —The luinfall in 
February and March was generally in defect 
of the normal. Preparatory tillage, however, 
commenced in certain low-land tracts of East 
and North Bengal. The drought which ex¬ 
tended up till the middle of April interfered 
with the progress of sowing. Since then, how¬ 
ever, the operation was facilitated by sufficient 
rainfall. Good rain in the latter purl of May 
benefited the growth of broadcast paddy 
generally. Rainfall in June helped the pre¬ 
paratory tillage for transplanted paddy and of 


its sowing in seed-beds. Moderate rainfall 
during the mouths of July and August farili- 
(ated the transplanting operation, but more 
min WHS still required in West and parts of 
North Bengal. On the whole the present out¬ 
look, so fai', is satisfactory for the crop. 

AcreagO. —A<;cording to the figures returned 
by the District Officers, the total area under 
winter rice is J5,833,200 acres us compared 
with 15,500,800 and 15,571,400 acres in the 
i-<>j 2 ’»spouding and final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn. —From the summary of the district 
returns appended, it will be seen that six dis¬ 
tricts expe(d. a normal crop of 100 per cent.. 
sev(‘uteen dietricits a crop vailing from 76 to 
92 per cent, and four districts only report a 
crop as low as 65 to 67 per cent, of the normal. 

According to the above estimates, the pro¬ 
vincial outturn works'out to 87 per cent, as 
against 90_ and 100 per cent, of the normal 
estimated in the corresponding and final fore¬ 
casts of last year,

Preliminary forecast of the Bhadoi Crops of 
Bengal^ 1832*33. 

(Noth. —On an average of the five years end¬ 
ing 1930-31, the area under autumn rice 
in Bengal has represented some 0*1 per 
cent, of the total area under rice in 
British India.) 

Character of the season.— KuinfaII in 

February and March was favourable for pre- 
jiaratory tillage in certain low-land tracts of 
East Bengal, but drought wdiich extended up 
till the middle of April interfered with the 
progress of sowing. A less arcd under blindoi 
paddy was sown in consequence. Since then 
conditions have been favourable for sowing. 
Good rainfall in the latter part of May facili¬ 
tated further sowings. During the niontlis of 
June and July occasional rainfall and alter¬ 
nate sunshine helped the growth and develop¬ 
ment of the crops. On the whole the season 
has been a satisfactory one. 


Aercagai—The total acreage sown with the 
different bhadoi crops this year is reported to 
be 6,540,100 acres as against 0,887,700 and 
6,929,100 acres, respectively, in the correspond¬ 
ing and final forecasts of last year. Of this, 
the area under autumn rice is estimated at 
5,792,900 acres as against 0,138,800 and 
6,163,000 acres, respectively, in the correspond¬ 
ing and final forec^asts of last year. The 
decrease in area, specially for bhadoi paddy, 
is attributed mainly to want of timely rainfall. 

Outturn. —According to District Officers’ 
estimates, the outturn of the different bbadoi 
crops for the Presidency works out at 83 per 
cent, of the normal this year as against 81 i)er 
cent, both in the corresponding and final fore¬ 
casts of lust year. 

The autumn rice is estimated lo yield an out¬ 
turn of 82 per cent, of the normal for the j)ro- 
vince this year as against 90 j)f!r cenl. estimat¬ 
ed by this dej)artmeut both in the (um-e.sisjud- 
ing and final forecasts of lust year. In my 
opinion the ontturn of autumn rice is an under¬ 
estimate, and the crop will approximate to 90’ 
per cent. <if the normal this year.

Second Forecast cf the Cctton Crops of Bengal, 
1932-33. 

(Note. —On an average of the five years ending 
1930-31, the area under the cotton crops in 
Bengal has represented some 0 • 2 per cent, 
of the total area under cotton in India.) 

There are two crops, early and late. The 
■"early” crop is chiefly grown in the Chitta¬ 
gong Hill Tracts and in the Tripura State and 
to a small extent in other districts. The “late” 
crop is grown in Banknra and Midnapore. 

Oharactsr of the sesson. —At the outset the 
weather was not favourable in Midnapore, 


Mymcnsingli and tlie CJiittagong Hill Tiuct>. 
Suh.soquonlly during the period of monsoon 
alternate rain and sunshine liave improved the 
prospects of the early crop and the present con¬ 
dition is reported to be fairly satisfactoi'y, on 
the whole. In Myinensingh, however, the con¬ 
dition is reported to be poor. 

Sowing.s of late variety commenced in Mid¬ 
napore under fair conditions. 

Area sown. —The area sown with early l otton 
is reported to be 74,620 acres this year, as 
against 74,327 acres in the corresponding fore¬ 
cast of last year. Of the late crop an ai'ca of 
450 acres is reported to have been sown this 
year in Midnapore as against 456 acres rei)ortcd 
in the corresponding forecast of last year.

(Notk. —On an averajje of the five years ending' 
]9.‘1()-.‘U, the area under sugarcane in Ben¬ 
gal lias represented some 7 • 0 per cent, of 
• the total area under sugarcane in British 
India.t 

Character of the season. —At the outset the 
weather was generally favoui'able for planting 
and for germination. During the monsoon 
j)eriod occasional rainfall with alternate sun¬ 
shine benefited the growth and development 
generally. On the whole, the season has been 
a favoumble one for the crop this year. 


Araa plantad. —^The total area planted with 
the crop for the province is reported to be 
232,300 acres this year as against 228,800 and 
233j400 acres reported, respectively, in the 
corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn. —According to the estimates of Dis¬ 
trict Officers the average outturn of the crop 
for fhe province this year works out at 92 per 
cent, of tlie normal against 88 and 86 per cent., 
respectively, in the corresponding and final 
forecasts of last year. 

Condition figure.— The condition figure for 
the cane crop is estimated at 92 per cent, as 
argainst a ten years’ average of 82 per cent. 
This means that the condition of this year’s 
crop is equal to about 112 per cent, of the ten 
years’ average.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

’ I ''1- 

Under the Hindu law the main object of mani&ge ia the |iirooreation of a male off-spring. 
It was 80 necessary that that result was obtained, by the pnouoe of Niyog, which provide the 
wife with a companion when the husband himself was imbecile or impotent. As ^at practice 
has fallen into desuetude, it is necessary that wives married to such persons should obtain 
relief; since if they can no longer ^ffactise Niyog they should be free to adopt riie only honour¬ 
able course open to them of secumg their release from the bondage of such marriages. This 
is all the more necessary, since under Hindu law both husband suffering from any of these 
disabilities and bis wife are excluded from all rights in property. It is, therefore, hoped that 
^his measure will give the Hindu wife some relief to which ehe is so clearly entitled. The Bill 
is not intended to introduce any innovation in the Hindu law of marriages. If passed, it will 
have the effect of merely restoring the old law laid down by Narad and Vashisth whose Smritis 
are of the most revered authorities on Hindu law: 

“ Narad: XTI—8. The man must undeigo an examination with regard to his virility • 
when the fact of his virility has been placed beyond doubt, he shall obtain the maiden (but not 
otherwise). 

I b. 16. For the wife of one who spills his semen, or whose semen is devoid of strength 
though they may have discharged their marital duties, another husbard must be procured 
after she has waited for half a year. 

I b. 19. Women have been created for the sake of propagation, the wife being the field, 
and the husband the giver of the seed. The field must be given to him who has seed. He who 
has no seed is unworthy to possess the field. 

I b. 24. When a bridegroom goes abroad after having espoused a maiden, let the maiden 
wait till her menses have passed three times and then choose another bridegroom. 

I b. 37. Madness, loss of caste, impotency, misery, to have forsaken his relatives (afflic¬ 
tion with a chronic or hateful disease, and deformity); these are the faults of a suitor. 

• 

I b. 97. When her husband is lost or dead, when he has become a religious ascetic, 
when he is impotent, and when he has been expelled from caste : these arci the five cases of legal 
necessity, in which a woman may be justified in taking another husband.’’

(b) who, being recjuired to retire, is entitled 

under these rules in respect of the 
period beginning from the day fol¬ 
lowing that on which he is served 
with notice of disi'hurge to total re¬ 
ceipts, by way of pay, leave salary 
and gratuity under rule 9, exceeding 
the amount of pay that would have 
* been admissible to him had he held 

for three moiitlis from the beginning 
of that period the i>ermnnent post on 
which, at tlie time he proceeds on 
leave, ho liolds a lieu, or would hold 
a lien had his lien not been suspend¬ 
ed. 

(2) To n Government servant whoso total 
receipts accruing from the sources aforesaid 
fall short of three mouths’ pay calculated in 
the manner aforesaid, so much gratuity^ only 
shall be paid in lieu of notice as ■will suffice to 
supplement that income up to throe months’ 
pay calculated in tho manner aforesaid. 

6 . (1) A Government servant to whom this 
Part applies shall be granted from such date 
as Government may determine such leave on 
average and/or half average pay jumding retirc?- 
ment as is due and admissible to him other 
than leave on medical certificate: 

Provided that no such leave shall extend— 

(i) beyond a date 28 months from that 

date; 

(ii) beyond the date on which he attains 

the ago of superannuation; 

{iii) beyond the date from whicli he asks 
that his pension .should take cftect; 

whichever of these three dales is earliest. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore 
contained leave due may be granted up to six 
months in all to a Governmeut servant who has 
been granted before 1st January 1932 an exten¬ 
sion of service beyond the date of his super¬ 
annuation ; 

provided that such leave shall nevertheless 
terminate when his current extension of 
service expires. 

T. A Government servant retiring under 
these rules shall receive the pension admissible 
to liim under the rules governing compensa¬ 
tion pension in force at the date of his retire¬ 
ment. 

8 . (1) Notwithstanding anything con¬ 

tained in the rales ordinarily applicable to 
him, a Government servant compulsorily dis¬ 
charged shall be entitled— 

(i) to count as qualifying service for ordi¬ 
nary pension, out of the period of 
l(»ave granted to him pending retire¬ 
ment, X/24ths of such period not 
otherwise qualifying for pension, X 
being the number of complete months 
elapsing between the date of expiry 
of the leave taken and the date of 
superannuation, but in no case more 
than the period of leave not otherwise 
qualifying; 


(ti) to be treated for the purpose of Articles 
403, 404-A, 475 and 475-A, Civil 
Service Regulations, as if he were 
being retired on superannuation 
pension. 

(2) Nothing in clause U) of sub-rule (1) 
shall affect the counting of leave for special 
additional pension whi^ shall be subject to 
the limitations prescribed in the Civil Seiwice 
Regulations. 

9. (1) A Government servant to whom this 

Part applies shall be granted, if his record of 
service is satisfactory, a gratuity calculated 
on the pay of the permanent (non-tenure) post 
on which he holds a lion, on the date on which 
he is served with notice of discharge (or would 
hold a lien had it not been suspended), or on 
the date on which Government accepts his 
offer to retire. 

(2) The gratuity shall lie determined with 
reference to hi.s length of service on such date 
on the following scale, namely, l/24th of a 
month’s pay for each completed month of total 
service, to a maximum of 7i months’ pay when 
total service amounts to 180 months, diminish¬ 
ing thereafter by l/24th of a month’s pay for 
each completed month of service in excess of 
180 months.

(h) if he satisfies Government of his inten¬

(/) travelling allowance as aforesaid from 
the station of his last employment 
to the port of embarkation; 

(ii) a steamer passage by the all-sea route 
to a port serving the country of 
his choice, limited in amount to the 
cost of a single fare from Bombay to 
London by P. & 0. First Class B, 
for himself and for any member of 
his family who was residing with 
him in India when he received 
notice of discharge or when his 
offer to retire was accepted; 

Provided that the Government servant and 
any member of his family for whom such 
steamer passage is claimed leaves India within 
six months of. the Government servant’s 
demitting office. 
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Part III .—N on-pentionable Service. 

11. (1) The rules in this Part apply, sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of rule 1, to Govern¬ 
ment servants in non-pensionable service. 

(2) A Government servant whose condi¬ 
tions of service are governed by a written 
contract or agreement shall be deemed to be 
in permanent service if the terms thereof do 
not provide for his service to be determined 
after a specified number of years or on a 
specific date other than the date on wliicli he 
attains tlie age of 55, but shall not be so 
deemed if the terms of the contract or agree¬ 
ment contain such provision. 

12. A Government servant to whom this 
Part applies compulsorily discharged shall be 
granted:— 

{(i) if express provision exists in any con¬ 
tract or agreement in force between 
him and Government determining 
the terms of premature discharge, the 
terms provided in that contract or 
agreement: 


(b) After the proviso to rule 10 the fol¬ 

lowing further proviso shall be 
inserted: — 

“Provided further that in lion of receiv¬ 
ing such steamer passages the Gov¬ 
ernment servant may utilise for the 
purposes of his voyage to the 
country of his choice any benefits 
which may be admissible to him in 
respect of himself and any member 
of his family under the provi¬ 
sions of the Regulations in Schedule 
IV to the Superior Civil Services 
Rules.”

THE BENGAL OPIUM SMOKING AST, 1832.

An Act to provide for (he control of (he practice of smoking 
prepared, opium. 


Whbbzas it is expedient to control the practice of smoking 
prepared opium in Bengal; 


And whbreas the previous sanction of the Governor 
General has been obtained under sub-section (3) of section fi & 6 
80A of the Government of India Act to the passing of this 
Act;

1. {!) This Act may be called the Bengal Opium Smoking 
Act, 1932. 


(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force in such local areas and on 
such dates as the Local Government may, by notification, 
direct, and the Local Government may, by notification, 
withdraw this Act from any local area. 


2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context— 

(!) “ notification ” means a notification published 
in the Calcutta Gazette ; 

(2) “ prepared opium ” means any product of opium 
obtained by any series of operations designed 
to transform opium into an extract suitable 
for smoking and includes the dross or other 
residue remaining after opium is smoked ; 

(J) " registered ” means registered under the provisions 
of this Act as a smoker of prepared opium ; 

(4) “ place ” includes a building, house, shop, booth, 

tent, vessel, raft and vehicle and any part there¬ 
of; 

(5) '* Collector ” means— 

(i) in the Calcutta district, any j)erBon appointed 
under clause (b) of section 7 of the Bengal 
Excise Act, 1909, to exercise all the lien. Aot 
powers and to perform all the duties of V of loou, 
the Collector in that district under that 
Act; and 

(tt) elsewhere, the chief officer in charge of the 
revenue administration of a district. 


_ 3. Whoever, not being registered, smokes prepared 
opium shall be punished for the first offence with imprison¬ 
ment for a term which may extend to six months, or with 
fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both, 
and for every such subsequent offence with imprisonment 
which may extend to one year, or with fine which may extend 
to one thousand rupees, or with both. 


4. If any person, not being registered, is found in 
possession of prepared opium or of any apparatus used for 
the smoking of, or in the manufacture of, prepared opium, 
it shall bo presumed, until the contrary is proved, that aaob 
person smokes prepared opium.

{Sections 5—10.) 

5. Whoever manufactures, possessea, sells, keeps or 
exposes for sale or attempts to sell any prepared opium, 
or assists any other person, whether an opium smoker or 
pat, in the manufacture of prepared opium shall be punished 
with imprisonment which may extend to two years, or with 
fine which may extend to two thousand rupees, or with 
both. 

Exception .—Manufacture or possession for his own 
use by a registered opium smoker of prepared opium not 
exceeding one tola in weight or such other lesser quantity 
as the Ijocal Government may, by notification, direct, shall 
not be an offence under this section. 

6 . Whoever opens, keeps or uses any place or permits 
any place to be used, for the purpose of enabling two or 
more persons, wh(!ther registered or not, to meet together 
to smoke prepared opium or has the care or management 
of, or in any way assists in conducting the business of, any 
place used or kept for the said purpose shall be punished 
with imprisonment for a tenn which may extend to two 
years, or with tine which may extend to two thousand rupees, 
or with both. 

7. If two or more persons, whether registered or not, 
assemble in any place for the purjjosc of smoking preparoti 
opium, eatih such person shall bo punished with imprisonment 
for a term which may extend to one year, or with tine which 
may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both. 

8 . If any prejiarcd opium or any apparatus used for 
smoking, or in the manufacture of, prepared opium is found 
in any place wliere two or more jiersons, whether registered 
or not, arc assembletl, it shall be prtsmraed until the contrary 
is proved that the place is list'd, and that the jicrRons arc 
present in such place, for the purpose of smoking prepared 
opium. 


9. The Local Government may, by notification, make 
rules providing for— 

(1) the registration of [icrsons who are opium smokers 

anti for their identification, and 

(2) the method of rtigistration, the fee payable for 

such registration, and the form of the register 
and the maintenance thereof: 

Providctl that no jierson shall bo registered os an opium 
smoker who is below the age of twenty-five years ; 

Provided also that, subject to such exceptions as the 
Local Government may by rule prescribe, no person shall 
be registered as an opium smoker after a date to be fixed 
in this behalf, by notification, by the Ijocal Government. 

10. If a Collector, a Presidency Magistrate, or a 
Magistrate of the first class, upon information received 
and after suoh inquiry, if any, as he considers necessary, 
has reason to bebevi! that any jdnee is used for the commission 
of an offence under this Act, he may, after recording the 
substance of the information, issue a warrant to an 
Excise officer not below the rank of Sub-Insiieotor autho¬ 
rizing him— 

(a) to enter such place by day or night with such assist¬ 

ants as such officer may consider necessary; 

(b) to search all parts of such place in which such officer 

has reason to believe that any prepared opium 
or any apparatus for the smoking of such opium 
or for the manufacture thereof, is concealed and 
all or any persons whom he may find in such 
place: 
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The Bengal Opium Smoking Act, 1932. 

(Seeiiona 11 — 16.) 

(c) to arrest any person found in such place whom he 

has reason to believe to be guilty of an offence 
under this Act; and 

(d) to seize all prepared opium and apparatus for the 

smoking or for the manufacture thereof which 
may be found in such place. 


11. (7) The provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure, Act V of 
1H9H, shall apply to the execution of warrants and to searches 
made under section 10. 


{2) For the purposes of the said provisions of the said 
Code, a Collector shall be deemed to be a Court. 


12. Whenever any officer makes an arrest or seizure 
under this Act, he shall without delay, and in any case 
within twenty-four hours, forward every person arrested 
and every thing seized with full particulars of the arrest 
or seizure to the Collector or to the Magistrate, as the 
case may be, by wliom the warrant was issued. In case 
of an arro.st or seizure under a warrant issued by the Collector 
the said officer shall, unless the Collector proceeds under 
section 1.1, within the aforesaid poriotl of twenty-four hours, 
forward the j)erson or thing prwfiuied Ixiforo the Collector 
to a Magistratt! having jurisdiction to try the case together 
with full particulars of the arrest or seizure. 


13. (7) A Collector may, withoiit the order of a Magis¬ 
trate, investigate any offence punishable under this Act 
which a Court having jurisdiction over the lo<!al area within 
the limits of the Collector’s jurisdiction would have power 
to try. 

(2) A Collector may, after recording in writing his reason 
for suspecting the commis.sion of an offence which he is 
empowered to investigale, exercise any of the powers con¬ 
ferred ujion a police officer making an investigation, or upon 
an officer in charge of a polico-8t.ation, by section 160 to 171 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898. 

(3) A Collector may without reference to a Magistrate, 
and for reasons to be recorded by him in writing, stop further 
proceedings against any persons concerned, or supposed to 
bo concerned, in any offence which ho has investigated. 

(4) As soon as an investigation by a Collector has been 
completed, if it appears to him that there is sufficient 
evidence to justify the forwarding of the accused to a 
Magistrate, the Collector shall submit a report (which shall, 
for the purposes of section 190 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1898, be deemed to be a police report) to a 
Magistrate having jurisdiction to try the case and empowered 
to take cognizance of offences on police reports. 


14. Whenevbr any person arrested under this Act is 
prepared to furnish bail to the satisfaction of the officer 
making the arrest, he shall be released on bail, or at the 
discretion of the officer making the arrest on his own 
bond. 


16. Every officer mentioned in section 71 of the Bengal Ben, Aet 
Excise Act, 1909, shall be bound to give reasonable aid to V of 1009.

16. On the conclusion of a trial for an offence 
under this Act the Magistrate may order that any prep ared

members of a terrorist organisation, styling it¬ 
self the “Indian Republican Army^ Chitta¬ 
gong Rranch,” and that this organisation is 
recruited from the Hindu bhadralok oom- 
munity of Chittagong town and district and 
is responsible for the raid on the Armoury at 
Chittagong, the murder of Inspector Tariui 
Mukherjee at Chaiidpur, the murder of Ehan 
Rahadur Ahsanullah at Chittagong and the 
murder of Captain Cameron at Dhalghat; 
and whereics it cun be confidently inferred 
from the known facts that the preliminary 
arrangements for the attack on the Railway 
Tnstilute could not have been made and the 
plan itself executed without the knowledge 
tif a great many ])eople ordinarily resident in 
the locality; 

And wdiereas it appears further that with¬ 
out the conuivauce of the local inhabitants it 
would not have been possible for as many as 
12 persons to assemble and carry out the 
raid without detection, or to escape; and that 
many inhabitants of Chittagong town and 
neighbourhood should be able to throw light 
on the occurrence utul its perpetrators but 
have so far failed to communicate their 
knowledge or their .suspicions to the author¬ 
ities, in response to llie communique issued 
by the Government of Bengal on the 29th 
September 1932; 

Now, therefore, as there arc good grounds 
for the belief that persons concerned in the 
commission of the .above offences and other 
acts prejudicial to the public security and to 
the maintenance of law and order are being 
harlwured and assisted by the Hindu inhabit¬ 
ants of Chittagong town and neighbourhood, 
the Governor in Council, in exercise of the 
powers conferred upon him by sub-section (1) 
of section 27 of the Speciul Powers Ordinance, 
1922 (X of 1932), liereby imposes a collective 
fine of Rs. 80,000 on (1) the inhabitants of 
Chittagong who are owners or occupiers of 
holding within the area of the Chittagong 
municipality which are assessed to municipal 
taxes and [2) the inhabitants of Puhartali 
railway colony, and the villages of Patya, 
Anwara, Kiinungopara, Saroatali, Sakpura, 
Kattali niul Gomdandi, subject to any order 
whicli may be passed exempting any person 
or class or section of such inhabitants from 
the liability to pay any portion of the fine.

2,400 a year, in 1800, when its opera- 
ons were extended to the Presidency General 
ospital. The institution was at first a charity 
ijiportwl by European residents of Calcutta 
id provided skilled nurses for European 
itionts only, but in 1807 its scope was 
cl ended to the provision of nurses for Indian 
ilients also at the Medical College and Eden 
ospitals. The Government grant was then 
dsed to Es. 8,400 a year, but in 1883 it was 
\cd at Es. 15,000 (half the then annual cost), 
id later at three times the amount derived 
0111 jn ivate subscriptions up to a maximum of 
s. 37,500, which was afterwards increased to 
s. 50,000. In 1910 the maximum was raised 
niiii to Es. 75,000, but the e.\tenslon of the 
iispitals and the increase in the pay of the 
urses made larger grants necessary, and in 
)24 the figure was fixed at a lakh. In addi- 
oii substantial extra grants have been given 
1 recent years.

(hie of the principal sources of income of the 
istitution is donations and subscriptions from 
UTopeiin sympathisers. A large proportion 
' these Bubscriptions has always come from the 
usinesB men of Cialcutta, and these have 
‘cently showed a decrease owing to trade de- 
■ession. Each year shows a growing deficit, 
id Government have been urged to double 
eir contribution in order to assure the future 
the institution. For the current year they 
ive decided to give an emergency grant of 
I. 88,000, but they cannot lightly accept the 
ibility for increased grants over an indefinite 
■riod. They fully realise the inestimable 
■lue of the work <}one by the institution, and 
cognise that the increase in its expenditure 
id the decrease in its funds are due to circum- 
inces over which its committee has no con- 
il. But the Government revenue also has 
lien, while demands upon their resources . 
ad continually to grow; it is therefore becom- 
g more and more difficult for Government to 
ovide adequate funds towards the stafiGng of 
eir hospitals with a sufficient number of 
Icient nurses. 


The institution at present provides for 
nurses at the Presidency General and the Medi¬ 
eval College Hospitals where they get a thorough 
training; in addition, under a special arrange¬ 
ment, the cost of which is not included in the 
figures quoted, it provides for nurses at tlie 
Carmichael Hospital attached to the Scliool of 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene. At _ the 
Campbell and Sambhunath Pandit Hospitals 
the nurses are not provided by the institution, 
the former of them is not a training centre for 
nurses and has a proportion of untrained nurses. 
Of the iion-Government liospitals in Calcutta 
the Dufferin Hospital is a training centre for 
junior nurses, while it is claimed for the Bel- 
gachia Hospital that it has an effective system 
of nursing on linos cheaper than those followed 
in the Government hospitals. 

Government have decided therefore to

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative 
Couneil, to which the Calcutta Municipal (Amendment) Bill, 1931, was 
referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on the 5th 
August, 1932, have the honour to submit this our report with a copy of the 
Bill, as amended by us, annexed. All matter omitted by the Select Com¬ 
mittee has been printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets, and all 
new matter inserted has been underlined. 

1. The Bill was published in the Calcutta Gazette on the 12th March, 
1931. 

2. The Committee met on the 5th September, 1932, and finished 
detailed consideration of the Bill on the same day. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered as to require 
republication. 

4. We recommend that the Bill as amended be passed by the Council. 

5. The following are the principal changes made in the Bill:— 

Clause 1 (2).—Clause 2 of the Bill has been inserted here as a matter of 
drafting. 

Clause 2.—This clause has, therefore, been omitted. 

Clause 3.—This clause has been omitted and its subject matter has been 
incorporated in clause 4. 

Clause 4 (I ).—This clause has been redrafted. Similar changes have 
been made in Schedule III also so that whether Schedule III or Schedule IV 
may be in force hereafter there will be no difficulty in giving effect to the 
object of this Bill when it becomes law. 

Clausas 4 (2) and 5.—These clauses have been redrafted and no change 
has been made in their substance. 

Clause 6 (i).—The southern boundary of Bhowanipur is formed by 
several roads running in different directions and hence a full description has 
been given. 

Lansdowne Road forms the whole of the eastern boundary of Bhowanipur 
and, therefore, the remaining words have been omitted. 

With regard to Kalighat changes have been made in the northern and 
southern boundaries because a portion of Kalighat Road also forms the 
northern boundary and portions of Sadananda Road and Rash Behari Avenue 
form the southern boundary. There are no other changes in the' boundaries. 
This clause has been redrafted.

Sub-seotion (8) of section 626 of the Code of CriminHl Procedure, 1898, as it stood 
prior to its unientliiient in 1923, provided that if, in any criminal case or appeal, 
before the commencement of the hearing, the Public Prosecutor, the complainant or the 
accused notified to the Court before which the case or appeal was pending, his intention 
to make an application to the High Court for transfer of the case or appeal, the Court 
should exercise the powers of postponement or adjourament given by section 344 in 
sucih a manner ns would afford a reasonable time for the application being made and 
an order being obtained thereon, before the accused was called on for his defence, or, 
in the case of an appeal, before the hearing of the appeal. Act XVIII of 1923 amended 
this sub-section so as to provide that if an application for transfer is made at any time 
in the conm of any intmiry or trial, or before the tmnmencemeriU. of the hearing of any 
appeal., “the Court s^ll adjourn the case or postpone the appeal.” It also added sub- 
settion {!t) empowering a Sessions Court to refuse to adjourn a trial if it is of opinion 
lliut the application has been unreasonably delayeil. The practical working of this 
new procedure has been carefully observed by (lovernment over a considerable period, 
and they have come to the conclusion that it lends itself to grave abuse and is calculated 
to defeat the ends of justice. This view was recently endorsed in a judgment of Lort- 
Williums, J., in the (^ase of Neumal Shu ren-Ms the Emperor (I. L. R. 59 Calcutta 482) 
in which he recommended the amendnient of the section. He remarks: — 

“The position created by section 526 (A’) is truly amazing, one effect being that no 
accused person can be convicted except with his own consent. No discretion 
is given to the Court by the section. If the accused notifies his intention to 
make an application to the High Court for transfer, the trial must be adjourned 
immediately. There is no limit to the number of such notifii’utions which 
may be given during the course of any trial. * • • * • fpjjp 

abuse of proi-ess which sub-section (8) makes possible obviously may bo 
aggravated to almost any extent, where there is a joint trial, and each accused 
person is represented by a different pleader.” 

There is iiiilecd a general consensus of opinion among judicial authorities that these 
])rovisions are in urgent need of amendment. The Hill j)roj)oses to restore the ])osition 
as it stood before 1923, but in rest<jring the provisions that then existe<l, it recasts them 
so as to eliminate certain ambiguities that hud shown themselves. 

Sub-section (f/A) was inserted in the section by the same amending Act XV11 
of 1923. The safeguard jirovided by this sub-section has been characterised by liort- 
Williams, .1., in the judgment of the Calcutta High Court referred to almve us “wholly 
illusory,” one reason given being that “applications in the High Court are opposed 
usually by or on behalf of the Legal Remeinhrancer, who is paid by salary and not 
by fees, which makes it difficult to assess his reasonable expenses incurred in opposing 
the application.” The amendments in sub-sections (5) and {fiA) proposed by the Bill 
are aimed at meeting this criticism.

STATKMKNT OF ()B.TF,CTS AND REASONS. 

TJie Civil Disobeilience nioveinent has made it necessary to supplenie.ut the criminal 
law by means of certain Ordinances promulgated by (lie Governor-General in exercise 
of his powers under section 72 of the Governinent of India Act. The Special Powej’s 
Ordinance, which combines jsiwers taken by the earlier Ordinances, expires on the 29th 
December, 1932. Though the Ordinances have enabled Txieal Governments and their 
officers to control the Tiiovemeut, its organisers have ant yet. abandoned their attempt 
to paralyse Government and to coerce law-abiding cilizens. The experience of the last 
two years and of jirevious movements on the same lines shows that, in the absence of 
certain of the powers at present existing, it is no difficult matter to start or revive such 
subversive ipoveiiionts. 3'lie eondition.s prevailing at present as a result of the measures 
taken by the Oovenniient of India and Ijoeal Governments are such as to render it 
iinnecessai’y to assiinK* fo?* the whole of Bri1i.sh Trirlia all the powers conferred by the 
Sfieeial Powers Ordinance now in force, and it is hoped that the powei’S (‘(inferred by 
Ohapter TT (Emergenev Powers). Chapter IV (Special Courts) and Chapter V (Special 
provisions against instigation to the illegal refusal of the payment of certain liabilities) 
will only he needed in certain jirovinces. It is, therefore, intended by this Bill to take 
only those powers which a general review of the situation shows are required for the 
whole of India, and to leave it to fxical Governments to supplenient these provisions 
by means (if local legislation in order to meet local or emergent conditions. 

The present Bill reproduces in the form of amendments to Acts already ^on the 
Stattit('-hook certaii) jirovisions of the Special Powers Ordinance (X of 1932) and 
includes— 

((/) provisions against associations dangerous to the jiuhlic peace, 

(h) pnivisions against certain forms of intimidation, 

(c) provisions to secure greater control over the Press.

STATEMENT Of OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Land Acquisition Act. 1894, makes it possible, where the previous consent of 
the Local Government has been obtained, to acquire land compulsorily on behalf of 
companies, provided that the land is needed for a work “likely to prove useful to the 
public.” The Royal Commission on Ijabour have recommended that the Act be so 
amended as to enable land to be thus acquired where it is needed for the housing of 
labour, either by companies or by other employers. They stated that, in a number of 
instances brouffht to their notice, land eminently suitable for the development of housinu; 
schemes had been held at ransom by the owners, fantastic' values beinp placed upon 
it as a result of the constnic.tion of factories and other industrial concerns in the 
neighbourhood. The provision of adequate housing for workmen is one of the urgent 
needs of Indian industry, and the Bill seeks to give etl'ect to the Commission’s recom¬ 
mendation.

STATEMENT OF OB.TECTS AND REASONS. 


(1) The Income-tax Act was for the first time enacted in 1886, when it was said 
that a sum of about a erorc of iiipees was required owino' lo the deficit Budfret created 
by the unusual outlay on the Buriiiese War and tlie sudden depreciation of silver. 
The tax was intended to be a temporal^ one. But it has since remained and now 
realises over twenty tinie.s that amount. Similarly, the super-tax levied as a war 
measure has been iiiaile pei'iiianeni. But the [iroeedure for the levy of both is anti¬ 
quated and .summary and places an undue power in the bands of the assessiii”' 
iiutliorities who have been f'iven tlie dual ripbt of hearinp the so-called a^ipeal of the 
assessee. 

(2) Income and ^uper-tax is more uppropiiate to creditor countries and to those 
in which commercial and industrial enterprise has led to the acciiiiiiilation of cajiital 
fi'om which the State may .justly claim a .share. But in a country jii-iinarily nKi'icul- 
turul in which capital is iiatuVally shy, and commercial and industrial enterprise 
comparatively recent and in a .state of infancy the State should be loth to tax at 
least over-tax' the circulation of capital, but this is now jiossibly a counsel of perfection. 

(3) The intention of this Bill i.s therefore, merely lo leiiiove the nio.st plarinjr 
of defects in the method of assessment and its control leuvinjc a future reformed 
rectifying the obvious w'rong of a double su]ier-tax and othe]' anomalies from which 
the payers of income-tax suffer. 

(4) For the present it is intended to Iwing the assessors under .some populai' and 
judicial control and partially redress the just major grievances of the assessees. 

It is hoped that the Bill will receive general support and in .some measure 
ameliorate the harshness and rigour of .a taxing measure whose unpopularity has 
been pronouncedly inereased by the mode and manner of its administration. 
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NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

Clause 2 .—In England the collecting l^rency ia an independent body of patriotic 
citizens who levy the tax and hear appeals from the assessor’s valuation and are 
generally entrusted with the administration of the Act; the result being that the tax, 
odious though it ia, does not gain in its odiousuess by its administration by the very 
persons interested in its collection. 

(2) Under S. 57 of the English Tax Act, 1918, now in force the income-tax is 
levied by the commissioners of Inland Revenue whose number oitlinarily varies from 
d (o 7 (S. .59) but which may be increased to 14 {Ih. S. 59). They are appointed for 
specified cities or divisions and ppssess the sole power to assess, collect and levy the 
income-tax (Jh. S. 64) and hear appeals against assessment (Ib. S. l-l-'l). Such com- 
luissij^ners are gcneiij^y drawn from well-to-do classes. For special cases special 
commissioners are appointed and they possess the same right as general commissioners 
ilh. S. 67). 

The general commissioners appoint as.ses,sors for one year {Ih. S. 76), and the 
collector of taxes {Ih. S. 80). 

(d) If the English procedure were followed the whole Act would have to be recast. 
It is not the intention of the pi'esent Act to do more than introduce, an element of 
impartibility in the assessment of income-tax by providing that the assessor shall act 
with the concurrence of three or more asse.ssor.s and that all appeals against his 
assessment shall lie to a court unconnected with the assessing department. This is 
the barest justice to the assessee who is entitled to much more and not anything else. 

(4) The English law .nllows three appeals against an a.ssessmeiit —first to the 
special commissioners, secondly to the Recorder or County Court .ludge and thirdly 
to the High Court (S.S. 147-149). Under the Bill if ])assed provision is made only 
for a single ajipeal, but the High Court has been given the general power of revision 
which it possesses in all civil and criminal cases. In England the appeals lie to 
special commissioners. The Bill embodies the general spirit of the English Act though 
it does not adopt its machinery.

Soptombor 1932.

I. Charaetor of tho loaion.— During the month 
under review, tho raijifall wan mucli below the 
normal all over the i)roviin e e.K(!ept only iu tho 
diatricts of Nailia, .lo.ssor(' and Howrah and the 
Cooch Behar State; whore tho fall waa a little 
above tho avcirage. The nsnal rainfall statement 
is appended. 

II. Progrtst of agricultural oporationc. —Har¬ 
vesting of autumn j)ad<ly and transplantation of 
winter prnldy wore linished. Weeding of wint<‘r 
paddy oontiunod. Cutting, steeping and washing 
of jute were nearing coini'letion. Preparation of 
lands for early sirring (:rop,s was progi-o.s.sing under 
favourable conditions. 

III. State of standing crops. —I'he condition 
of sugarcano is roporttsd to b; ginierally satisfac¬ 
tory while that of transplanted winter paddy is 
fair. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The 
pro.speets of .standing crops including tran.splant- 
ed winter paddy wore, on the w'holo, fair but more 
rain was newlod for their growth. Tho outturns 
of autumn and winter paddy were 08 timat(!d, 


respectively, at 90 and 87 per cent, of the normal 
this year. 

V. Damage to etaniing erope. —No damage 
to the standing crops was reported from any 
part of tho province. 

VI. Condition of agricultural itoek. —Tho con¬ 
dition of live-stock was fair, on tho whole. 
Sporadic cases of cattlo-diseaso, however, were 
reported from ten districts of the ])rovince and 
from tho Cooedt Ktdiar and tlio Trij>ura States. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— Supply 
of fraidpr was reported to bo suftioient througliotit 
tho Presidency. 

VIII. Prices of food>grains. —During the 
His!ond fortnight of the month, tho retail prices 
of common rioo of the ohoai)eHt (juality rose in 
five districts, fell in seven and remained sta¬ 
tionary in the rest of tho Presitioncy. Tlio jtrioes 
ranged from 15 ||j seers per rupee at Midnaporo 
to 10 seers per rupee, at Darjeeling. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.— 

The condition of agricultural people was generally 
fair except iu parts of Palma wlicro distress still 
continued.

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CORPORATION OF CALGUTTA. 

NOTICE. 

Central Municipal Office, the 27th October 
1932. 

In com]iliance with the provisions of section 
481 of tlie Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, it 
is heiehy notified for general information that 
the Corporation of Calcutta propose to make 
the following by-law under clause 55 of sec¬ 
tion ^78, regulating the fixing of labels on 
Ituckages of •rticles of food or drug: — 

“Except in the case of articles of food or 
drug or a mixture thejeol or packages contain¬ 
ing the case exempted by these by-laws, there 
shall be legibly and durably printed, stencilled, 
impiessed or marked on or attached to every 
package of articles of food or drug or mixture 
thereof or package containing the same a label 
which shall set out the following particulars 
and shall he of the prescribed form and kind. 

2. In addition to the definition given in 
section 3 {<jS) of the Act, the term ‘Label’ shall 
mean any written, printed, pictorial or other 
descriptive matter written on or attached to 
any food or drug or any package or other 
container containing a food or drug for sale. 

3. The principal label shall include the 
following parti cul&rs: — 

(a) The trade-name or description. 

(5^ The place of manufacture or country of 
origin. 

(c) The name and address of the manufac¬ 
turer or packer of the contents of the package. 

(d) In the case of a mixture of food or drug, 
a statement showing that it is such with the 
distinctive name if any under wiiich it is sold 
and the names of the substances constituting 
it and the quantity or proportion of each of 
them. 

(e) In the case of artificially coloured food 
or drug a statement sliowiug that it is sucli and 
also regarding the nature of such colouring. 

Eaplanation. —(a) The expression ‘dis¬ 
tinctive name’ means a trade, arbitrary, or 
fancy, name which clearly distinguishes a mix¬ 
ture of fond or drug from any other mixture 
which siiall not represent any single consti¬ 
tuent of the mixture nor misrepresent any 
property, or quality of the mixture. 

(b) An article containing more than one 
constituent of food or drug shall be deemed 
to be misbranded if it is named after a single 
constituent. 


4. The particulars indicated abere with 
such other information as may be required by 
law shall appear in the principal labm in Eng¬ 
lish as well as in Bengalee in capital letters 
of nut less than 8-point (Brevier) ca^pitidB, 
provided that the distinctive name of a mixture 
of food or drug shall appear in printed capital 
letters not less than one and a half inohes 
square. 

5. The principal label shall appear on every 
food or drug or mixture thereof or package or 
other container containing the same sold to 
the purclmsor on the top, bottom and sides. 
If there be one or more otiier labels, none of 
them should be more prominent than the 
principal label. 

6. The label shall not contain any state¬ 
ment, design, device, fancy name or abbre¬ 
viation which is false or misleading in any 
particular concerning the articles or the 
ingredients or substances contained therein or 
concerning tbe quality or the food value or 
the place of origin of the said ingredient or 
substances. 

7. Tlie use of any false or misleading 
statement, design or device appearing on any 
part of th(! label shall not be justified by any 
statement given as the opinion of an expert 
or other persoJi nor by any descriptive matter 
explaining the use of such false or misleading 
statement, design or device. 

8. Any person who shall commit a breach 
of any of the provisions of the foregoing by¬ 
laws shall be punished with fine which may 
extend to lis. 5U and in the case of a continu¬ 
ing breach with fine which may extend to 
Its. It) for every day during wliich the breach 
continues after conviction for the first 
breach.” 

A printed copy of the by-laws is open to 
public inspection free of charge. It may 
also be purchased on payment of a foe of annas 
two from the Central Itecord-keepor, Central 
Municipal Office, on any working day between 
the hours of 12 and 3 p.m. 

Any person having any objection to the pro- 
po.sed by-laws should submit tlie same on or 
before the Ist Uecembor, after which date the 
proposed by-laws will be further proceeded 
with.
